Scheckels, His face was as white as a piece 
of paper, and he ‘looked asif he had not 
slept fur a week. His old friends bardiy 
kuew him aud made an attempt to find out 
what the trouble was, but he burried home 
aud would have nothing to say. 

For several days Scheckeis kept quiet, 
but his trouble final.y caused him te go 
among his friends aud’ he wid aswry as 
follows: 

Svon after Scheckels and his wite ar- 

rived at the Dominguez ranch he noticed 
ihat hig wife and Duminguez were be- 
coming quite intimate. He spuke to her 
and tola ner thatshe must not forget that 
she was his wife. She became augry and 
tid her husband that she did not care the 
snap of ber finger for him, but that she 
thought the worid and all of their bost. 

This luformation s:ruck the busbaid like 
a thunderbolt, and fura while be did not 
know what to aay. As svon as he got con- 
trol of himseif he ordered his wife 
to pack her things and prepare to 
return to thelr Hulbleé hume in Sante 
Mouica. . She flatiy refuved to obey thig 
urder, and informed her husband tnat he 
might take their iufant and go bome as 
suo. a8 be pleased, but as for her she pro- 
posed to stay with her lover, and no power 
under the s..n could separate them. 

The husband was so upset that he did not 
whatto do, but he finally made up his 
mind to take her advice, and the next train 
bore him and the littie girlaway frum the 
unnatural wife and muther. 

On arriving at Santa Monica 
he took the child at once to his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Grimes, avd informed 
her of what had occurred, f course Mrs. 
Scheckel’s parents and sisters, who have 
lived in Santa Monica a number of years, 
and are highly respected, were completely 
upset by the news, and aftera hurried con- 
sultation it was decided that Mr, Grimes 
should go to his erring daughter at once, 
It was believed that he could 
induce her to come to her senses and 
return home.

In the old days there was not a hotel 
in California, aud it was cousidered a 
grievous offense even for a stranger, 
much more for a friend, to pass by a 
ranch without stopping. Fresh horses 
were always furnished, and in many 
cases on record when strangers ap- 
peared to need financial beip a pile of 
uncounted silver was left in the sieep- 
ing apartment, and they were given to 
understand that they were to tuke all 
they needed. This money was covered 
with a cloth,and it was a point of 
honor not to count it beforehand or 
afterward. It was ‘‘guest silver,” and 
the custom continued until its abuse by 
travelers compelled the native Cualifor- 
nians to abandon it. 

Among themselves no one was ever 
alluwed to struggle or suffer tor want 
of belp. The late Dr. N.cholas Den 
of Santa Barbara,who married into the 
Ortega family, once needed money to 
carry through a speculation, and 
thought of going to Los Angeles to 
borrow it. Old Father Nurciso, hear- 
ing of the matter, sent his Ludian boy 
to him with a “cora,”’ or fuur-galion 
tule basket, full of gold, and the mes- 
sage that he ought to come to his 
priest whenever be needed belp.

—The Jones Reservoir—The 
Hope Street “Jog’—Cross~- 
walks Ordered. 


The Board of Public Works yesterday 
made its reguiar weekly inspection tour 
about the city. ‘he party consisted of 
Councilmen McGarry, Rhodes, Rees, Innes 
President Bonsail, Street Superintendent 
Hutchingon and Deputy City Exngineer 
Fiyon. 

The first point visited was the corner of 
Olive and Seventh streets. where there is a 
nuisance caused by a broken pipe in the old 
Arroyo de los Reyes.

K. Shatto, whien is ropidty appreachi 
completion. Mr. Shatto owns five-elahths of 
the frontage, and has given tity feet for the 
street, besides grading thirty fect, and ouly 
wants ten feet more given to muke it a 
sixty-foot street. After guing over the 
whuie ground, the bo rd decided to recom- 
mend that the proceedings be not interfered 
with, and that the street be opened through 
tw Seventh street, as there are only two 
protestants. 

The Jones reservoir was in- 
spected, and the members of the board were 
uvavim-usly of the opinion that something 
should be dune to at once rut the piace in 
proper sanitary condition, as at present it is 
& nuisance, 

lt was decided to recommend that a cross- 
walk be laid «t the intersection of Washb- 
ington street and Union avenue, on the pe- 
tition of the Methodist Church at that place. 

A mud-hole at the corner of San Julian 
and Eighth streets was ordered filied up. 

After a brief inspection of the irrigating 
works at Councilman McGarry’s residence, 
the party drove to the c rner of Marchessault 
and Los Angeles streets, where a Chinese 
buiider wants to put in about forty feet of 
wooden sidewalk. The board decided to 
recommend a prope? cement sidewalk, as it 
was not thought gooa policy to set a prece- 
dent, by allowing planks to be laid, 

The board also visited the corner of 
Eighteenth and Hupe, where twenty-one 
feet of ground was teken from the lots 
of Mrs. Scarbrough for the purpose of 
Straightening a jog in the street. The 
ground was faken without any warrant io 
law, and the Council a week or two ago or- 
dered tue street placed on the original 
lines. It was the opinion of the board that 
the bondsmen of ex-City Engineer Eaton

The Petrified Man. 

Los ANGEDES, Jan. 29.—{To the 
Editor of THe Times.| Will you be 
so kind as to give us something ra- 
tional on the subject of petrefactions? 
Your reporter’s story read very 
smoothly as to the probable manner ot 
its formation; that it was probably 
buried in saud; that the sand was 
moist and compacted into a mould,etc.; 
that in the course of time this mould 
and the body both dried out. and the 
body crumbled into dust, leaving a 

rfect mould to be afterward filled in 

y a further flood and infiltration. 
Now, this would be quite plausible, 
except for the consideration of some 
miner details. Wedo not fiud bodies 
umong any class of people buried with- 
out wraps.or clothing of some kind. 
We find in nearly ali burials relics of 
more durable substance than human 
flesh and bones, aud yet we have nevet 
found in any human form of petrefac- 
tion any semblance of clothing or ap- 
parel, utensils or Ornaments. I[nvaria- 
bly it is the perfection of human form. 
In your reporter’s theory of torming a 


mould, that mould would take the 
form of “7 foreign substance 
as weil. here are no_ indi- 
cations of any such thing in 


this nor in any of several similar speci- 
mens I have seen. Yet this is in con- 
sonance with the “fiat” of the scientists, 
that there is no petrifaction of human 
flesh. 1am not prepared to contradict 
this as lknow bo more about it than 
they do, but if there is no petrifaction 
of buman flesh there is something 
closely akin to it. There is a perfec- 
tiou in the result of petrifuction that 
it appears tome couid be arrived 
at in no other way; and a fullness that 
indicates thatthe change takes place 
in advance of natural decay. I had the 
opportunity of a leisurely examination 
of a part of a petrified body in the pos- 
session of a magistratein E Paso, Tex., 
which he had tound in a cut in the Rio 
Grande River near his house. 

The partin his possession consisted 
of the beadiess trunk of a boy of l6 or 
17 years of age, both arms broken off, 
leaving a stump of about four inches of 
each, perhaps three inches of the neck, 
and the body broken just at the lower 
ribs. The body had unquestionably 
laid in the water while all the muscles 

were relaxed and the limbs at liberty 
to be moved about by the current, as 
one arm was raised as though over the 
face, while the other was apparently 
lying loose at the side. Petrifaction 
had set in before natural decay or the 
filling of the body with natural gases, 
as the trunk was in perfect symmetry 
and condition. What represented the 
skin was as smooth to the touch as 
would be the human skin, and the form 
perfect in all its details. The raising 
of the right shoulder, the hollow under 
the arm, the drawing of the chest mus- 
cles to that side, the hollow in the cen- 
ter of the chest, ribs just visible, and 
the quiet repose of the opposite side 
was life, or rather death itself. Nota 
death that disfigures, but that death 
that makes death more lifelike than 
life itself. 

The body was alight gray and fine 
in grain and apparently of silt, or 
“slickens’’ hardened. At the broken 
sections of the arms and neck, it was 
uniform in color and had the appear- 
ance of broken putty, but finer in 
grain.

Baimy Not Hostile to. Vigor—A

Miss Grace Ellery Channing, one of 
Pasadena’s most gifted writers, has a 
charming article in Kate Field’s Wasb- | 
ington of January 21, under the cap-| 
tion, ‘‘Are Balmy Airs Hostile to 
Vigor?”’ 

She begins thus: “A part of our 
Puritan inheritauce is the deep-rooted 
belief that whatever is pleasant is nec- 


- essarily bad for us, and whatever is un- 


pleasant is necessarily good for us. 

It follows that, when we find our- 
selves in possession of a good thing, 
we straightway set about qualifying 
and making mental reservatjons as to 
its value. 

There is a region in the United 
States where, climatically considered, 
existence is tolerable all the year 
round; where a temperate sun lights a 
land of flowers, and soft breezes mingle 
the breath of the sea and of roses;

som, and winter but summer shut into 
a bud again; where flowers are exuber- 
ant, birds riotous, life an abundant 
miracle, earth a rejoicing revelation, 


hope eternal, health attainable, and | 


youth possible. 

People go there to sigh, and remain 
to sing—to pray, and remain to pipe. 
And when they ure done with piping 
and singing they turn around and 
chant you a parrot chorus of: ‘Ah, 
but Southern California is so enervat- 
ing! People who live in such climates 
never accomplish anything! It is de- 
moralizing. Itis dolce far nicnt-!’”’ 

Miss Channing goesonto say that 
there is no question of the perfection of 
the particuiur garden spot of the earth 
where Pasadeuians live. ‘*‘They who 
bave dwelt six years in Paradise have 
their own opinion of its bowers aud 
breezes.

Around the World in a 22 Foot Boat. 
Two old sailors, Godfrey Sykes and 
Charles McLean, are going to coast 


boat. They launched their small craft 
on the Colorado at Needles, Cal., Satur- 
day. Their course is down the Gulf of 
California, along the Mexican and South 
American coast, round Cape Good Hope 
to Cape St. Roque, then across the At- 
lantic to Sierra Leone, thence east along 
the European coast to Great Britain. 
The return trip will be through the 
editerranean, Suez canal, Indian ocean, 
and China sea, and by the Russian coast 
to Alaska, and thence home. Their boat, 
built by themselves, is 22 feet Over all 
and 7 feet 3 inches beam, of Mackinaw 
type, with twenty-one strong steel ribs. 
She has water tight lockers and will 
carry three sails. She will havea cen- 
terboard with six feet surface. Provis- 
ions for four months will be carried, and 
the men expect tov make the voyage in 
two and a half years. 

McLean is a Scotchman, who served 
seven years asa whaler. He has dream- 
ed of this trip for years and saved 
money for the purpose. Godfrey Sykes 
is an Englishman of good education, 
who ran away tosea. He also had the 
“fad” of circumnavigating the globe. 
and he prepared himself for it by a very 
thorough study of navigation. Singular- 
ly enough, these two men, with a craze 
for sea voyaging, met on an Arizona cat- 
tle ranch, and around the camp fire at 
night learned of their mutual] dreams. 
They pooled their capital, built the 
boat, and will stay by each other to the 
end.—Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Ginkgo Tree in Boston. 

No tree, scarcely, excepting the Wasb- 
ington elm. at Cambridge, is more fa 
mous than the ginkgo tree near the Joy 
street gate on the common. Dr. Holmes 
celebrates it, and others often mentioned 
it; but I notice with pain that its name 
is often misspelled *‘jingo.” It has never 


I confess that 1, until now, had no idea 
that it isa fruit tree. But Garden and 
Forest says that the Japanese ginkgo 
tree does sometimes bear fruit. that a 
tree planted in the grounds of the mili- 
tary academy of Kentucky produced 
fruit several years ago, and that one of 
the trees in Central park, New York, is 
now fruitful. A tree in the garden oi 
Charles J. Wistar, at Germantown, Pa. 
now about forty years old, bore a few 
fruits last year for the first time. The 
fruit of the ginkgo is somewhat similar 
to an olive, with a large, hard nut sur 
rounded by thick oily flesh which soon 
becomes rancid and is very disagreeable 
The kernel of the nut, however, has a 
delicate almond like flavor much liked 
by the Japanese, who use great quanti 
ties of these seeds as dessert fruit.— Bos 
ton Advertiser.
